This being the case, few more impor- 


tant provisions could be incorporated in 
a constitution than oue insuring snob 
freedom to the preBfl. It is not enough 
•to have it iu the statutes, foraOatlin 
may at any time override statutory law, 
but such a man would hesitate long be- 
fore he would dare to disregard the fun- 
damental law ol the state. Tho free- 
dom of the press cannot be too zealously 
guarded, and the people who are eo 
deeply interested should not 
fail to 


recognize the fact. 


\Ve do not know that there will be 


any opposition in the legislature to the 
Bubmiesion of this amendment to the 
people. Certainly there should not be. 
The people should be piven an oppor- 
tunity to vote on a proposition in which 
they ore so yita'.ly interested. If, then, 
they Bhuu'.d delsit i'.; if they should 
prefer to leave themselves without their 
main flB.fegu.ird against nlwaya possible 
judicial tyranny, it would be their own 
affair. But they should have the priv- 
ilege of deciding the matter, anyway.
